A “M aster Plan” to be devel­ 
oped by Freese, 
Nichols 
and 
Undress of Fort W orth was ap­ 
proved by

Hamlin 
City 
Council at its regular monthly 
meeting Tuesday night. 
The plan would entail a study 
o' the city’s past growth, its 
present resources and project 
a outline for future development 
based on the city’s potential 
growth. The completed project 
would take al out a year’s work 
md ■’ ould be based on the next 
25 years. 
The Hamlin Board of Com- 
munity Development has boon 
urging the plan’s adoption for 
several months It was 
first 
presented to the council during 
the past administration and it 
was decided to delay a decis­ 
ion until after the new* coun­ 
cilmen took office. 
In a letter to the council, B. 
Newberry, BCD president, 
expressed 
tho disappointment 
of the directors that the coun­ 
cil had not taken on the plan 
up to this time. Tie also stated 
that his organization represent­ 
ed tile majority of the tax pay­ 
ers of the city and that they 
felt that the council should take 
action now*. 
Most of the council express­ 
ed the opinion th at 
pressing 
of the new' fiscal year was tho 
reason for not bringing up the 
plan earlier. 
The BCD w’as represented at 
the meeting by Orville Roland, 
manager, Johnny B ryant and 
Boh Riddel. 
The plan will cost the city 
between $6,000 and $7,000 and 
wall he payable over a three 
year period.

Dial Telephone Switch 
Set for Sunday Morning 


Hamlin’s new $200,000 dial 
telephone system will come to 
life at 1:01 a m. next Sunday 
morning. 
This 
announcement 
was made this wreek by Gene 
Adkisson, 
Southwestern 
Bell 
Telephone Company manager. 


i dkisson explained the rea­ 
son for the early morning hour 
conversion was to coincide with 
other towns being converted to 
dial system s and to tie in with 
the 
nation’s 
Long 
Distance 
telephone network. 
“At present time Long Dis­ 
tance operators can’t dial tele­ 
phone calls 
rom out of tow'n 
♦o Hamlin,” the M anager said, 
“but when 
our 
dial 
system 
comes to life they will be able 
to do it. So. we notify all lx>ng 
Distant operators that at 1:01 
a.m. Sunday morning any calls 
coming from out of town to 
here can be dialed.” 
Adkisson said customers wall 


know the new dial equipment 
is in operation when they pick 
up their telephones and hear 
the characteristic “hum” 
fo 
the dial telephone. He empha­ 
sized that customers should not 
try to dial until the new system 
goes into operation early Sun­ 
day morning. The 
c h a n g e 
■Ivins everyone in Hamlin gets 
a new telephone number be­ 
ginning with the prefix or cen­ 
tral office name “SPring 4.” 
Thocp new numbers are des­ 
ignated to fit into the national 
telephone numbering 
system, 
which eventually will make it 
possible for everyone to dial 
his own out-of-town telephone 
calls. Directories listing all new 
numbers 
have 
already been 
sent to customers here. 
Installing tho new dial equip­ 
ment in Hamlin has been a big 
job, even for the telephone com­ 
pany. The m anager mentioned 
there was no such thing as a 
“ma5ts produced telephone ex­ 
change” and that each dial sys­ 
tem is tailored-made for the 
community it serves.

1:01 
a rn. 
Sunday 
morning Hamlin will have an 
up-to-date 
telephone 
system 


that is equal to any other sys­ 
tem in the Southw est,” he said 
Adkisson also said the com­ 
pany is presently m iking plans 
to hold a city-wide open house 
to show off the new telephone 
equipment. He said the datqs 
for the affair would be announ­ 
ced in the near future.

that the owners have agreed 
to pave, but have not all turn­ 
ed in their money 
or 
signed 
notes, and 
numerous 
blocks 
where there are only one or 
two lots not committed. 
Elsewhere in this issue of the 
paper is a legal notice by the 
city seeking bids on the paving. 
A 14 day waiting period after 
the notice is printed is required 
before bids can be opened which 


will set the opening date on 
September 2. 
In the event that the 20 re­ 
quired blocks are nto complet­ 
ed by Saturday the city will 
have to withdraw the project. 
Those who do wish to have 
their street paved, but 
have 
not put up the money or signed 
a note are urged by the BCD 
office to please do so as soon 
as possible so that 
they 
can 
turn the 20 blocks over to the 
City. 
The city engineer must have

He goes on to say that “S ta te 
conservation departm ents will 
have to tak e a large share of 
the blam e 
for 
m aking 
the 
sport of hunting and fishing tho 
mediocre recreation th at it has 
becam e.” 
Then he citee m otor 
trolling, put-and-take 
fishing, 
pen-released pheasants 
before 
the gun, and access roads to 
every lake, as designed to en­ 
tice m ore licence buyers.” 
Swift notes that 
this 
has 
gone so a r that reversal seem s| 
out of the question. He feels 
that 
“A m erican 
sportsm en 
should be 
screened, 
allow ing 
only the m aster craftsm en 
in 
the field.” 
His goal, he says, is to bringj 
back dignity and stature to the! 
word “sportsm an.” 
My personal feelings could­ 
n’t be fa rth e r from his viewy*. 1 
Luckily we are in a country 
where the resources are sub­ 
ject to private enterprises and 
the public domain is open to 
all tho people. 
No m an should be denied the 
right to 
enjoy this country’s 
resources sim ply because his 
skill or adapt ness in the a rt of 
hunting or fishing is below' that 
of some o th ers—so long as th at 
man does not endanger the l i e 
or rights of others. 
F o rtu n ately no group in this 
country can force Sw ift’s p re­ 
ferred 
m ethod of enjoying

port on those who are doing 
no harm . 
T rolling and game preserve 
shooting are modern day sports. 
They are 
pleasures to be en­ 
joyed by all who wash to p artic­ 
ipate. T hey harm no one a t all. 
I can see comparison of these 
pastim es w ith 
such 
unlaw ful 
practices of catching m asses of 
fish by ‘‘telephoning” or n e t­ 
ting. 
B ut I do think there 
is 
a 
point along this 
line 
th a t 
is 
well 
w o r t h 
considering—al­ 
though perhaps impossible to 
adopt. 
I re fe r to the proposal m ade 
only a few w'eeks ago—about 
placing m ore 
restrictions 
on 
the issuance of hunting licenses 
as a m eans of reducing the ac­ 
cidents and deaths th a t occur 
in the fields each year. 
Thef>e restrictions w'ould not 
be dependent upon any great 
skill. T hey w’ould simply require 
a basic kowledge of guns and

DIAL TELEPHONES BY MANAGER 


SIMPLE RULES GIVEN FOP USING 


Marking a call from a dial 
telephone is just as easy as giv­ 
in'/ the number to an operator- 
and your call goes through fast­ 
er, according to Gene Adkisson, 
manager for the Southwestern 
Pell Telephone Company. Ad­ 
kisson said telephone operators 
are now m aking calls to cus­ 
tomers and giving them dialing 
instructions. "'Some telephone 
users seem hesitant to try the 
new system,” he said. "I guess 
may’ e thev’re afraid of making 
an error. Actually, dialing a tel- 
ephone is no more difficult than 
turning on any electrical ap­ 
pliance.” 
Adkisson also isad that part 
of the secret is to remember 
to make seven pulls on the dial 
to complete your rail. "Let’s 
assume,” he said, 
"that 
you 
were 
dialing 
SPring 
4-1904. 
First of all, lift 
the 
receiver 
and listen for tho steady buzz 
of the dial tone. Then put your 
finger in the hole nearest, to 
letters PRS. Pull the dial wheel 
over to the finger stop and let 
it return. Next dial the letter 
"P” in the same manner, and 


’he number 
four.” 
Adkisson 
said the next 
number 
some­ 
times confuses 
people 
when 
they m istake the letter "I” for 
the number I. "Ifs easy to do,” 
he «aid. "since thee look alike.” 
A fter dialing the numbers one 
and nine, tho manager offers 
another suggestion, "Dont con­ 
fuse the letter "O’’ with the 
number zero. The number zero 
is the last digit on the dial and 
has the word operator beside 
It. "Just remember.” he said, 
the only time you use the let­ 
ter "O’’ when you see it as a 
part of a prefix or central of­ 
fice name like "PO rter.” Any 
other time you see “O” in a 
telephone 
number 
it 
means 
zero 
the last digit on the dial.” 
To complete the dialing of tele­ 
phone number SP 4-1904 just 
dial the four, the m anager s ta t­ 
ed, then w ait for the called par­ 
ty to answer. 
Is telephone dialing 
really 
easy and fast? 
Adkisson 
re ­ 
plied to this question by saying, 
"Most folks can dial a telephone 
num ber in about five seconds— 
and th at’s pretty fast.”

lem arises of whether it would 
be better to own or to hire the 
machine. 
Cecil Parker, extension farm 
management 
specialist, 
says 
that often it is cheaper to have 
the crop custom harvested than 
it is to own the equipment. By 
hiring the custom work, 
the

can avoid 
the invest* 
ment in m achinery and use the 
c “ ital elsewhere in the farm 
business. The 
farm er’s 
labor 
ohlem is eased if the custom 
operator furnishes all the labor 
the job. Also, because the 
eu -tom operator is skilled in op- 
e ating and 
maintaining 
the 
machinery, the farm er may get 
a faster, more 
efficient 
job, 
I ’ai ker points out. 
Before deciding on hiring cus­ 
tom work, however, the farm ­ 
or 11 UST m ake su e that the a n ­ 
swer to each of the following 


questions is “yes.” 
Is 
equip­ 
ment for custom w ork 
avail­ 
able? Will it be available whet) 
I need it? Are the operators 
dependable and efficient? 
A machine may be purchas­ 
ed, however, with the idea of 
doing custom work in addition 
to personal work.
